2 The Government of India consider that both in 
the interests of industry and of workers it would be 
desirable to set up a Central Board for the purpose of 
prescribing standards, conducting examinations and 
awarding certificates of proficiency at least in the 
engineering and building trades on an all- India basis .

Trades Certification Board for conducting 
examinations and awarding certificates to 
craftsmen in engineering and building trades 

on a national basis ; and 
(il) to make recommendations to Government as to 

what interim arrangements should be made for 
this purpose pending the establishment of the 

Board .

RESOLUTION

No. RTA - 428 ( 5 ) . — The Government of India have had 
under consideration for sometime past a recommenda 
tion of the All - India Council for Technical Education 
to the effect that a Central Board be set up for 
conducting examinations and awarding certificates of 
proficiency to craftsmen in engineering and building 
trades on a national basis . The Council s recommenda 
tion is based on an appreciation of the fact that while 
facilities for training and apprenticeship of craftsmen 
are available in a number of technical institutions and 
Industrial establishments in the country, there is neither 
any uniformity of standard nor any uniform system 
of certification . In many cases , the examinations are 
not conducted satisfactorily and the certificates issued 
do not command all- India recognition .
